Concerning Mrs. EVDOKIA ALEXEEVNA PRTROVA, I desire 
to state that I first saw this woman toward the end of 1947, 
in the offices of KI (Committee of Information) in Moseow, 
following the return of her husband and herself from their 
assignment in Sweden, I did not know her personally at this 
time but wes aware of her identity. She was then employed 
аз а desk officer on the Scandinavian desk of the Second 
Directorate (Europe) of the Committee of Information. 


| I became personally acquainted with this woman during 
the latter part of 1948, at which time we both attended the 
Foreign Lenguage School of the Committee of Information in 
Moscow, and studied the English language in the same group. 
We océupied adjoining seats in the classroom at this sehool. 
The classes were held three times weekly and we both attended 
regularly until June, 1950, when I diseontinued the school 
and departed Moscow for assignment in Tokyo. I have not seen 
Mrs. PETROVA since that time.
